and war/profiteers' which take 
advantage of the 
opportunity 


which war affords to more firm- 
ly entrench themselves in their 
control of government and of 
industry. These interests are 
amassing fortunes 
out of the 


world's misery. Through gam- 
bling 
and 
manipulation' the 


prices,on the necessaries of life 
have been advanced almost be- 
yond the reach of the average 
man. These interests are, Appar- 
ently striving to begiiile the 
people through a controlled 
newspaper 
press, subservient 


politicians and by shouting pa- 
triotism.
